Passing Of Mussolini 
Hailed 
As Beginning 
Of The End For Axis 


WASHINGTON, July 26—High official sources in Washington today 
declared the United States government will stand pat on Its uncon­ 
ditional surrender terms for Italy, even though King Victor Emman­ 
uel and Marshal Pietro Badoglio have taken control of the nation 
from Benito Mussolini’s discarded Fascist regime. 
President Roosevelt and British Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
are reported to have been in telephonic contact over the resignation of 
Mussolini as Fascist dictator of Italy. Official Washington jubilantly 
j hailed the passing of Mussolini 
as the beginning of the end—as 
a crackup in the Axis coalition 
and the most important political 
development of the Second World 
I War. 
While the collapse of Fascism 
in Italy is viewed offically as 
one of the most fortunate develop­ 
ments of the war for the United 
Nations, officials warned against 
| any over-optimism about Italy’s 
J withdrawal from the war or vic­ 
tory over either Germany or Jap­ 
an. Some important Washington 
officials expect Italy’s armies to 
J fight more stubbornly than ever 
I before, in hopes of winning easier 
| peace terms for the 
king 
and 
Marshal Badoglio, long a great 
favorite with Italian soldiers. 
Washington officials also point­ 
ed out that Germany and Japan, 
denied the support of Italy, can 
be expected to fight more des­ 
perately than ever before to save 
I the crumbling Axia. 
There was widespread belief in 
Washington too that Rome will 
soon be declared an open city.

POSTAGE STAMPS 
T H E Postoffice Department has sent out 
* 
a recommendation from Washington 
♦ hat people buy postage stamps in books 
selling for 73 cents. These books contain 
21 two-cent stamps and 2 4 ones. The other 
penny pays for the little book itself which 
keeps the stamps smooth and safe in wal­ 
let or handbag. 
This is a very good idea. Too many 
people have been buying one or two stamps 
at a time. It takes as much time and trouble 
for a postoffice clerk to sell one three-cent 
stamp, or three ones for picture cards, as 
it does to sell the book. And once the buyer 
has the book, he’s fixed for several days, 
perhaps for several weeks, if he writes 
only a few letters a month 'and pays a few 
bills by mail. 
So the postoffice people are all en­ 
couraging the sale of these little books. 
W ith twos and ones, combinations can be 
made for three-cent letters, or four-cent 
ones to friends in Canada, or for air mail, 
parcel post or special delivery. They are 
handy things to have on hand, and the in­ 
vestment is not high. 
To simplify the process still further, 
the buyer might ask at the winnow for 
“One stamp book, two post cards and one 
green war savings stamp.” He'd hand over 
an even dollar and there’d bp no extra 
motions made for change. 


HOPKINS MUCH CRITICIZED 
^ U ’ASHINGTON— Most criticized man in 
Washington these days is the Presi­ 
dent’s White House companion Harry Hop­ 
kins. Harry gets it going and coming, not 
only from liberals, but especially from con­ 
servatives. 
What most of the conservatives don’t 
know, however, is that Harry works close­ 
ly with certain conservatives, especially 
Jesse Jones. 
What the secret of the Jones-Hopkins 
friendship is, no one knows. Their back­ 
grounds lave little in common except that 
both served as secretary of commerce. Also 
both are fond of poker and Harry spends 
frequent evenings at Jesse’s house play­ 
ing until the late hours. Sometimes the 
President phones for Harry around mid­ 
night and asks him to come home. 
On one occasion, no word of which 
ever leaked out, Hopkins went to extreme 
lengths to pull Jesse’s chestnuts out of the 
fire. This was just after.the Truman Com­ 
mittee had exposed Jones’ woeful lack of 
foresight in setting up synthetic rubber 
factories. Jones had ducked responsibility 
by announcing that the President had 
okayed the delay. 
Rushing to the President’s defense 
came Ed Stettinius, who had been in 
charge of raw materials for the National I 
Defense Commission. He prepared a letter 
showing how’ he had implored and be­ 
sought Jones to start synthetic rubber pro­ 
duction ; how he had warned that w’e j 
risked losing the Dutch East Indies and 
that rubber plants must be started im m e-1 
diately.

EXIT LOWELL MELLETT 
Inside fact about the exit of Lowell 
Mellett, former White House secretary, 
from the motion picture division of the 
OWI, is that he was asked to resign by 
Elmer Davis and O W l’s new domestic di­ 
rector Palmer Hoyt. 
There was nothing against Mellett per­ 
sonally or professionally. He was doing an 
Al job with the picture industry.

drawing up an indictment against 
a whole people.” I have a feeling 
that there are larger clear areas 
among the German people than 
Dr. Brickner allows. 
As for the treatment, paranoid 
trends are notoriously unlikely of 
cure. If Dr. Brickner’s exploita­ 
tion of the “clear areas” do not 
work, what is left for Germany? 
Miss Dorothy Thompson say# they 
cannot be re-educated. The alter­ 
native is unthinkable.

Guard Tomatoes in Victory Garden

EF, AS A Victory gardener, you 
have been hovering over your to- 
4 ja to vinca barely able to walt 
for the first harvest, take care 
th at the corn earworm does not 
get to your best tomatoes first. 


Corn e a r w o r m , also called 
“fruit worm,** la a green worm 
•chich bores into earliest m atur­ 
ing tom atoes in late July and 
early August and eat* out cavi­ 
ties. The corn earworm in the act 
of tunneling Into a tom ato is il­ 
lustrated in the accompanying 
f Arden-Graph. 


Since Insecticides are of little 
value in checking the depreda­ 
tions of the com earworm, sani­ 
tation is one means of checkm at­ 


ing these worm*. Collect and de­ 
stroy infested tomatoes as soon aa 
discovered in your tomato plant­ 
ing*. 
Take steps also to guard your 
tomatoes against attacks of what 
is known aa blossom-end rot. This 
rot, illustrated in the Garden- 
Graph, appears as a water-soaked 
area on the blossom-end of the to­ 
matoes. The affected area later 
turn* brown or black and ahrivela 
Blossom-end rot is caused by 
the breakdown of cells due to an 
uneven supply of water. To pre­ 
vent its appearance avoid dry lo­ 
cations for your tomatoes, w ater 
thoroughly in dry w eather or 
mulch them with grass clippings 
straw or peatmoss.
